For scale, there's different ways of scaling
things. Bigger projects like diversions and marsh creation and shoreline protection, land
acquisition, etc. Diversions don't scale. Marsh creation scales. For every unit you put in you get
another unit of output. That's linear. I have a hypothesis that for oyster restoration you can do
better than linear scale. How to tap into that? If you commit to being innovative and inclusive
you will get everyone knocking on your door. How to separate wheat from chaff? Small
magnitude RFPs (requests for proposals) for ecosystem metrics. Do large or small-scale metrics

without adverse impacts, take those things that work and then scale them.
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Director, Restore the Mississippi River Delta. First of all, a heartfelt thank you. Collectively, the
Restore the Mississippi River Delta has been very involved to help direct the revenue from the
civil and administrative penalties to do the work you are doing. At this stage, we are feeling
about as good as we can feel about this work and the willingness to continue trying. Second, a
couple of items that were part of the agenda, just to emphasize the idea of large scale is essential
for us here. The land we are on here is a gift of the River. Back to history, that is how it came to
be in the first place.

When you look at the numbers and the resources, please look at those
synergies. | also want to focus on one project. The effort to look carefully at the operation of the
lower River. Integration of restoration and navigation, the ability to look hard at that and really
move forward on that is key. Make that happen as we move forward.
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We have shovel-ready the whole project for dredging of South Pass. Wildlife management area
on the east side of South Pass is shovel-ready. Todd Baker with Wildlife and Fisheries has been
giving updates to the Corps for several years. Our process is the development of Port Eads. We
want to build marine wetlands for education for the Bird's Foot Delta, estuaries and ecosystem,
for young people to come down to see and also learn about Deepwater Horizon. 40 miles from
the spill at South Pass. One of my cohorts is here to discuss further, but please consider putting

this at the top of your list.
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National Wildlife Federation, representing National Wildlife Federation's Gulf Restoration

Program and Restore the Mississippi River Delta, Thank you. It is important to tackle this as a

Gulf-wide problem that requires large-scale comprehensive solutions. Need to tackle the

Mississippi River Delta, tackle problems of all the states such as in Texas, Mobile Bay,

Mississippi Sound, Florida, etc. The key is to take a hard look at the resources that are available.

We have a lot of money but it's not enough to do everything. We have to pick those projects that

have Gulf-wide implications and Gulf-wide success. Our partners are preparing written

comments. Challenge now on this great plan is to pull off the greatest ecosystem restoration

efforts. Geographically nobody has ever tackled something so big as the Northern Gulf of

Mexico. We hope very much that we can see success and in 15 years look back and be very

proud of what we have accomplished. Thank you.
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Port Eads Fishing Refuge Nonprofit from Plaquemines Parish, Designed to run Port Eads
facility for benefit of Plaquemines Parish and the State. Comments are specific to the
Mississippi River Delta focus area. Modified reconsideration for Oct 2014 submission for Pass a
Loutre using dredge material from Pass a Loutre Mississippi River area. We believe this project
meets all four priority criteria. Highlights are the wildlife management area is 40 miles from
Mississippi Canyon block 252. Would create 648 acres of net new wetlands at a cheap and
competitive price. It's sustainable. We have partners in Wildlife and Fisheries, Wildlife
Management Areas, etc. and all have done a great job building wetlands and increased water
flow would help. Navigation dredging has created thousands of acres including in the Bird's
Foot Delta and without coastal restoration dollars. This would make South Pass safe. With the
Eastern Gulf of Mexico opening up for oil and gas, Southwest Pass could be opened up as a
safety valve if a spill or accident takes place. The Lower Mississippi River port complex is the
largest in the world and today our main tributary South Pass is not navigable. The area

represents 80% of Plaquemines tourism. $1.1B of economic impact annually goes to fishing in
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Cabo, $600M to Costa Rica. South Plaquemines and Venice are the most fertile fishing grounds
in the lower 48. Areas of Port Eads are not accessible. LUMCOM (Louisiana Universities
Marine Consortium) etc. and LSU and LDWF (Louisiana Department of Wildlife and Fisheries)
would put research vessels there and could make it an outpost for monitoring progress. It's
permitted, shovel ready and we would appreciate the opportunity for you to take another hard
look at it.
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Managing Director for Business Council of New Orleans and the River Region, Nonprofit
public policy organization, We are dedicated to addressing quality of life issues in New Orleans
such as coastal restoration. Business leaders understand that restoration is urgently needed to
build businesses and raise families. This is central to economic survival. Proceeding
expeditiously would help shipping, oil and gas and other business sectors including fishing and
would also provide a tremendous economic boost to the region. I have seen significant job
growth in the job sector for water management even before Deepwater Horizon. Water
management is the biggest growing sector in the region. I appreciate the Council's recognition of
large-scale projects like sediment diversions and hope the Council will fully consider synergies
like how projects build off each other to get maximum benefits. Similar to the Louisiana Master
Plan, this is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity and we want to make sure federal and state
agencies get it right. The Business Council of New Orleans and other business leaders are

watching closely, because this is critical to the future success of our region.
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Outreach Coordinator, Louisiana Wildlife Federation, I commend the Council for refining the
plan and for the selection of projects, especially inclusion of 10-year strategy and commitment
to engaging the public and transparency and collaboration with other partners. I highlight that
although the 2010 spill was devastating, this is a unique opportunity to maximize as much as
possible for large-scale restoration. I am happy to see projects such as Maurepas Swamp, Biloxi
Marsh to help restore areas damaged by MRGO (Mississippi River Gulf Outlet).
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TruFund Financial Services Inc. (Fishermen and small businesses). I ask that the Council be
careful to engage the public, transparency is key. Include local fishermen and small businesses

so they can see that they are included.
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Vanishing Paradise (Outdoor Fishing Show), National Wildlife Federation. I have been coming
to meetings since I was 9 years old. I am glad to see some things are getting done but so much
left to do. Cat Island south of Leeville has disappeared in my lifetime. I have fished that since I
was 6 or 7. And Pelican Island. It hurt a lot. I'm 13 and I can tell you where land has
disappeared. On the Outdoor Fishing Show, every time we go by Dularge and everywhere, we
pass by areas that have disappeared. And the gates that people put up preventing local fishermen
from getting into certain areas hurt everyone. Please don't spend public dollars on areas the

public can't get to.
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I am just learning about all of this. I know that on pages 6-7 there is a process for submitting
projects. Has there been any thought given to updating the electrical grid? Any thought given to
updating the electrical grid for the locals? I will go ahead and look up more information about
this.
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One of the things I'd like to urge you to do is to broaden the scope of your operating mentality,
basic policies you use to decide on what do with money available. Consider how we might be
able to have more impact with the same amount of money if we included more completely the
private sector in the work that you do. To me, our entire effort here seems to be "restore". The
idea that we have lost a lot and what we will do is to put it back where it used to be. That is like
a relief project. We would get better impact on funding and have more public support if we
consider this like a development project. We have tremendous resources in the coastal zone.
Don't let it go back to nature. We should be developing that zone in a way that not only creates
storm protection and surge protection as we know marsh can dampen waves. A levee obviously
does a lot of good in protecting from strong storms. If one levee is good, why not two more?
One thing I have come to understand is the Corps doesn't understand the benefit-cost ratio of
any levee. What does it mean in terms of reduced insurance cost if we put up another levee just

south of St. Bernard? Another aspect of this, what if we installed other types of levees or
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barriers? Close to land could be levees, further out could be bulkheads. The important part of
getting private sector to work with these is these barriers would be the place of attachment for
businesses. One example is vertical oyster reefs, which could quadruple production if we can
work out how to arrange for vertical oyster reefs to produce barriers. One example of this is
where they brought the stone in from out of state - only protects from wave action. There's other
ways to do that like with a vertical oyster reef. I urge you to consider to broaden the base of

what you do and bring in the private sector more.
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John Koeferl, Lower Ninth Ward, I have been following this process for quite some time. [ am
impressed to see that this is a science-based process. This is so important to us because
everything you will deal with has state's agreements and laws. Science has to start regardless of
that and not looking at all that. When a plan was done for a diversion in St. Bernard, it was
started by saying we can't consider Pearl River water because there's an agreement about that or
Lake Pontchartrain or Bonne Carre Spillway because we have an agreement. Well we need an
open and transparent scientific process so we can figure out what agreements among states

might need to be changed to accommodate the big picture.
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We respectfully request an extension to the public comment deadline to October 21, 2016.

On behalf of the Mississippi Coalition for Vietnamese-American Fisher Folks &

Families(MSCVAFF), we respectfully request a fourteen (14) day extended public comment
deadline from October 7,2016 to October 20,2016. An extended public comment deadline will
be very helpful due to the current shrimping season and the additional time needed for outreach,

dissemination, address language access needs & submitting comments. Further, we need extra

time to review both the translated Draft Comprehensive Plan Update and the fact sheet.

Thank you in advance for your consideration.
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Incredibly grateful you are here, and grateful the Comprehensive Plan Update was done so
quickly. You have worked magic to update the plan prior to the election in November. My
comments revolve more around questions. Water quantity is a phenomenal addition, but how do
you deal with water quantity issues within 25 miles of the coast when so many of those issues
are upstream? Personally support the inclusion of building flow-through bridges along the
Causeway that would allow for more fresh and saltwater exchanges between the Delta and
Mobile Bay. Thank you for the constant feedback and collaboration. I love that you are working
with all three sources of funding and trying to put all those pieces together, and on the whole,
what the Council is working to do as a staff and team. Alabama is very lucky to have the NRCS
as the central point for all three funding sources, and we support having them collaborate and
connect together as much as they can. We appreciate what you're doing in making sure that the
public's thoughts and concerns are in there. The concern we always have is the addition of the

economic piece to Pot 2. We ask that you make sure the state expenditure plans also match all 5
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goals of the Comprehensive Plan. We have always worried about the economic component the
Federal Restore Council is charged with overshadowing what we agree is the most important,
the environment. Please make sure to go back to states to ensure they meet the standards of both
Bucket 2 and Bucket 3. Urge the Council to showcase that every project we put together is

going to have a significant economic impact.
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Thank you for getting the updates released long before the required release date. We know it

was a lot of hard work and recognize that the council put in good diligence (and the staff as

well) to get the update done. We applaud commitment to region-wide planning which is critical

to ecosystem health, and the commitment to maximizing the measurement of positive impacts of

projects through improved project submission guidelines. Also support the importance given in

the plan to collaboration and coordination. Whole heartedly support a project review panel that

looks across projects, coordinates with other project review teams, including the NRDA

Monitoring and Adaptive Management Cross-TIG working group to assess cumulative benefits

and identify and adapt projects across funding streams.
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The NWF wants to applaud the council and its staff to its commitment to prioritize the plan and

update it prior to the scheduled required release date. Overall, very pleased with the contents of

the plan update, it is a strong draft blueprint to guide the Council in the future. We appreciate

the dedication to large-scale projects that are viable for long -term sustainable health,

particularly in the Mobile Bay and Mississippi Sound. We urge the Council to look at future

FPLs that coordinate planning and partnership opportunities. For example, the USDA

announcement today of $328 million three-year restoration strategy as a continuation of NRCS's

Gulf of Mexico Initiative (GOMI). Regarding project synergies: We support an integrated

proposal review and selection process, we support a panel to assess how project and panels

could interact, and urge the Council to include external expertise on the panel. The Council has

acknowledged the call to a firm commitment of collaboration. We look forward to the meetings

and workshops in months to come. We hope the council will communicate the next steps and

outcomes from those workshops to demonstrate how this cross-agency collaboration is

developing and moving forward. We also appreciate the webinars the Council has been
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providing, they are a good outreach tool. In terms of coordination, I'd like to compliment the
states of AL and MS for attending other Council meetings in the region. I also wanted to
highlight a quite memorable quote from page 1 of the Comprehensive Plan Update - "The task
of restoring the gulf environment is a multi-generational undertaking" - The last 6 years of work
that many people in this room, and outside this room, have done to guide the process forward is

only the beginning of this effort. The Council is poised to take the long view of restoration.
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So excited that USDA has taken the lead of the Council for several reasons, including that fact

that they are concerned with citizen engagement and involvement. You all have a track record of

having to address discrepancies, and having to form committees to address underserved directly

impacted communities. With USDA as the lead this will not be so difficult, as they have

experience working with small black farmers and underserved communities. I'm appealing to

the Council to take advantage of that. To the State of Alabama: We had low expectations and

you met them. We are still very gung-ho about this once in a lifetime opportunity for including

real, unincorporated, directly impacted communities that are bearing a lot of the impact from the

spill and needs this ecosystem restoration. This opportunity has never been here before, and will

not be here again. We are very excited about the collaborative partnerships. The intersection of

agencies is important to achieve cumulative positive impacts as opposed to the cumulative

negative impacts that our community has been experiencing.

Also, our organization was founded on the basis of going back to natural
processes in our basin. We support going back to natural processes, and fully support the
inclusion of the natural processes of sedimentation and freshwater diversions. We fully support
the science-driven decision-making process as you go through the plan itself. We have seen in
the past how these efforts support successful restoration. We will also probably submit written
comments and work with other partner for comments on the Barataria-Terrebonne footprint of

the basin.
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The Commission is responsible for service for over 90% of deepwater oil & gas operations in
the Gulf of Mexico. We are going to submit comments later but appreciate everything the
Council has done: The work, the plan, your commitment to coming out to Morgan City. We are
also happy to see a commitment to the large-scale ecosystem restoration projects. Especially
collaboration with NFWF and NRDA and CPRA and all the other programmatic entities and
authorities. Port Fourchon is a perfect example of how environmental restoration is economic
restoration. The inherent benefit of landscape restoration is protecting economic infrastructure.
We encourage the Council to select the next generation of projects based on most urgent
ecosystem needs. The economy will benefit from that. But if economic impacts are imposed as a
screening criteria on front end then that could divert funds to less resilient ecosystem projects.

You can't have an economic project without a natural buffer in front of it.
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First off, I commend the Council for your diligence, and for keeping this thing going. The first
time I ever heard a presentation about coastal land loss was in the mid-90s and everyone was not
convinced at that time that we had a problem. They estimated it would be 16 billion dollars to
fix our coast. We all know that is a pipe dream now, and we have to stay the course to get this
done. Even when those RESTORE dollars run out, I hope the council is still going to be active
in the future. I cannot even comment on all the good that has been done with projects in our
state. Recently I had the opportunity to visit the Elmer's Island project and it is beautiful and
amazing. You really need to be commended for that. I'd also like to comment not just on the
coast but some of the Pot 2 suggestions in the Maurepas Swamp area. The Maurepas Swamp is
dying a long death, it really needs revitalization. I first heard about the Maurepas diversion in
1991. It was funded then for engineering and design. Again in 2007, and 2014-2016, I have
emails about it, and we're so glad to see it is still alive. It is an important part of coastal
restoration. It is a proactive approach. I commend y'all for that and for protecting that money.
We all know how it has been attacked and we really have to be aggressive in keeping those

dollars where they need to be kept. I'm from the Dularge/South Terrebonne area where there
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was a project a few years ago - Lake Mechant Landbridge. What we really need to look at is that
we are shocking these ecosystems. They are degrading and switching from fresh to salt. But now
the land bridges are turning the insides of project areas completely into fresh water. This year
we are experiencing a bloom of invasive vegetation, of hyacinths. Before the year is over we are
going to have canals that are normally open that will be closed and you may have parishes
coming back to ask for long-term maintenance dollars. We need to discuss this. Timbalier Island
is in dire need of maintenance. I don't know if that will come from RESTORE but it needs to be

maintained in the long run.
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Welcome to Morgan City. Thank you for being here. I have all good news. Everyone gets up
here and talks about problems. We've done everything you are talking about doing without a lot
of assistance. We have the only two growing deltas in America. Wax Lake and Atchafalaya are
growing without anyone doing anything. I'm here tonight to tell you if you want to help grow
stuff, build stuff, we have everything you need, we just need your assistance. I don't care what
bucket it comes from, we just need your assistance. In last 20-30 years, we have created 1/3 of
all beneficial use land in the entire state and it was done by accident. Not to restore barrier
islands. It just happened because of the river. We are not leveed past Morgan City. Atchafalaya
Wildlife Management Area is one of the largest in the state. Besides the thousands of acres we
have created, it's a wildlife habitat. The wildlife is amazing. 40,000 acres surrounding the island
is bird habitat. Migratory birds, wading birds, it's a perfect habitat. If you want to double that,
expand that, please talk to us. The material is there and doesn't have to be moved long distances
away. We have have everything you need to grow the habitat and vegetation. Thank you very

much for listening.
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Appreciate the opportunity to comment. The Gulf of Mexico has been a long term priority for

the Nature Conservancy, as has the Mississippi delta and coastal ecosystems. We're really

excited about this plan. First, we want to thank the Council members and Council staff for the

hard work and collaboration to get this revision done in this amount of time.
